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North Village property own- 
ers presented their vision of a 
“walkable” North Village com- 

| munity to Wasatch County 
Planning Commissioners 
Wednesday, Feb. 28. 

Hoyt H. Cousins of the Park 
City company, Architecture & 
Planning, presented a 20-prin- 
cipal master plan for the North 
Village development. 

The North Village is located 
on the east side of U.S. Highway 
40 from Coyote Lane to the 
Jordenelle Reservoir. 
Approximately 4000 acres are 
included in the proposal but 
only 800 acres are being consid- 
ered for development. 

“The most important element 
of this development is maintain- 
ing the character of the land- 
scape,” Cousins told the com- 
missioners. Managing growth 


and determining the “public 
identity” of the development 
were also key to successful plan- 
ning. 

“We want to avoid...sprawl,” 
Cousins said. He added by using 
the 20 principals outlined in the 
master plan, he felt the county 
and the property owners could 
achieve a “more intelligent use 


of the land.” 

The master plan called for a 
pedestrian-friendly community 
where zoning densities. are 
mixed. Cousins explained that 
pockets of commercial areas 
would be central to the develop- 
ment. From the commercial epi- 
centers, residential areas would 
radiate out beginning with the 
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highest densities. The lowest 
densities would mark the out- 
skirts of the community. 

In the North Village master 
plan, the highest densities are 
closest to the highway. These 
areas will accommodate both 
commercial and residential uses. 
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
